New Facilities To Amount Of $5,920,000 
Will Be In Work On Campus In 1965 


May 4 Election To Decide 
ASA Officers For 1965-66 

May 4, the students of The University of Tennessee Martin 
Branch will elect new student government leaders. 

The polls will be open In the All Students Association room 
of the Old Science Building fro;.. 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. Student 
Activities Cards must be presented for voting privileges. 
The presidential nominees areLarry Bates and David Duncan. 


New buildings at The Uni¬ 
versity of Tennessee Martin 
Branch valued at $5,920,000 will 
be completed or In the process 
of construction by fall quarter 
1965, Vice president Paul Meek 
said yesterday. 

Construction for these new 
facilities which will begin soon 
Include housing accommoda¬ 
tions for married students, 
residence hall units, student 
center, library and classroom 
building. Also there are plans 
for a four-lane highway expan¬ 
sion on the north side of the 
campus, Vice President Meek 
said. 

On University and Lovelace 
Streets, a city block for apart¬ 
ments will be provided. So¬ 
rorities will have a chance to 
locate there, he added. Parking 
places will be along the street 
and Inside. 

Eighty-eight apartments, 
48 two-bedroom and 40 one- 
bedroom apartments, will be 
completed by September 15. 
The contract agreement Is like¬ 
ly to be made and work will 
begin within a matter of two 
weeks or so, he said. The 
projected cost Is $620,000 and 
the apartments will be elec¬ 
trically heated and air condi¬ 
tioned. 

The present occupants of the 
apartments In the grove on 
Lovelace Street will be given 
top priority on facilities either 
In Westvlew Terrace or In the 
new apartments which will be 
erected, Russell Duncan, stu¬ 
dent welfare officer at UTMB, 
said yesterday. They will have 
to be moved out when construc¬ 
tion begins for the new apart¬ 
ments, which will be no later 
than June 1. Any vacancies on 
Westvlew Terrace will be re¬ 
served for people now residing 
In the apartments on Lovelace. 
Street. Cooperation of the oc¬ 
cupants concerning the change 
have been real good, Mr. Duncan 
added. 

It looks as If from 200 to 
264 single men will reside In 
these apartments for the first 


year Instead of the new dorm 
unit A now under construction. 
Vice President Meek said. Now 
under discussion Is that dorm 
unit A with 264 openings may 
be used to house women stu¬ 
dents. This would make possi¬ 
ble 69 more reservations for 
women which could be taken and 
have all the women under one 
roof Instead of being housed In 
Freeman Hall, the present 
Men’s Residence Hall, and the 
new apartments. Boys will oc¬ 
cupy the new dormitory In the 
fall of 1966 which will then be 
completed to house 528 boys. 

The schedule of building C 
and D units of the new men’s 
residence hall will be under way 
May 3 when the final plans will 
be completed. During the period 
of May 4 till May 14, the plans 
will be cleared with the federal 
agency, Housing and Home Fi¬ 
nance Agency of Atlanta. On 
June 10, the university will re¬ 
ceive bids for the construction 
of these units and a contract 
will be awarded about a week 
later, completion of these units 
Is scheduled for August 17, 
1966. The plans were set up 
by university architect, Mal¬ 
colm Rice, and were cleared 
with Dr. Ed Boling, vice presi¬ 
dent of development for U-T. 

Completion of final plans 
and specifications on the pro¬ 
posed student center will be 
May IS. A contract should be 
awarded about June 24 and the 
project will be completed 
August 24, 1966, Vice President 
Meek stated. 

It Is quite possible that con¬ 
struction of the library will be¬ 
gin when school opens this fall, 
he said. The approximate lo¬ 
cation Is the present green 
house area. It will not Inter¬ 
fere with the present Agricul¬ 
ture-Engineering Building but 
the building may have to be tom 
down later for the library to 
expand, he added. 

There Is little to be said 
ahou*. the proposed classroom 
luiing until clarification of 
availability of university 


funds, Vice President Meek 
said. Fall of 1966 will have 
1,200 more students on campus 
than fall quarter 1964. This 
gain of 1,200 In two years com¬ 
pares to a total enrollment fall 
1963 of 1,469 students accumu¬ 
lated between 1927 and 1963. 
The University authorities will 
continue to give full considera¬ 
tion to classroom and labora¬ 
tory needs at UTMB. 

The costs of the proposed 
C and D dormitory units plans 
are $1,900,000; $900,000 for the 
A dorm unit being constructed; 
library, $1,250,000; student 
center, $1,250,000, and married 
housing, $620,000. The total of 
these Is $5,920,000 which will 
be spent for buildings on the 
UTMB campus, all under con¬ 
struction at the same time, he 
said. 

Considering the highway ex¬ 
pansion, Vice President Meek 
said the four-lane will start at 
the Junction of the Sharon High¬ 
way and University Street In 
front of theFlrst Baptist Church 
and will continue to the creek 
west on Highway 22 toward 
Union City. Construction will 
begin this fall. 

It appears mandatory that 
Hurt Street be extended to the 
Mount Pella Road this summer. 
It should be renamed, he said. 

The Volette Is open for sug¬ 
gestions of names for the drive. 

There will be under con¬ 
struction this fall buildings 
valued at $4.4 millions and on 
the roads south of the campus, 
he concluded.
